Lecture in Ardmore Is Given 

Under Auspices of Alumni 

Association. 



AIDS SCHOLARSHIP FUND 



With an attendance that taxed 
the seating capacity of the Junior 
High School auditorium in Ard- 
more, the Lower Merion High 
School Alumni Association and its 
friends heard a lecture Wednesday 
night by Commander Richard E. 
Byrd on "The Atlantic and Other 
Flights." Proceeds of the lecture 
went to the Alumni Association's 
scholarship fund. 

Commander Byrd described the 
first trans- Atlantic flight of the 
NC i, 3, and 4 in 1919 ; the Mac- 
Millan expedition, the aerial con 
quest of the North Pole, and his re- 
cent flight over the Atlantic that 
almost terminated disastrously. His 
interesting talk was illustrated with 
motion pictures of his flights. 

Outlining his plans for the South 
Pole flight next summer, the air 
explorer told his audience that 60 
volunteers had been sought to ac- 
company him to the Antarctic 
regions, and that already 3000 ap- 
plications have been received in- 
cluding five from women. 

Commander Byrd was introduced 
to the audience by President Ed- 
mund Buckley of the Lower 
Merion Alumni Association. Pie 
arrived on the 7 P. M. train from 
New York, and was met in Phila- 
delphia by Clarence Cornman and 
Dr. Frank P. K. Barker of the 
Alumni Association, and by Major 
Alfred M. Collins, a distant relative 
of the flyer, at whose home on Mor- 
ris avenue in Bryn Mawr Com- 
mander Byrd was given a reception 
before the lecture.

Community Club May Build on 
Essex Avenue. 

Music and business were pleas- 
antly blended at the meeting of the 
Women's Community Club of Nar- 
berth Tuesday. The part songs by 
the club chorus of 14 voices, under 
the direction of Mrs. Hipwell, were 
well received and Christmas carols 
were enthusiastically sung by all the 
club members.

COUNCIL PLANS BIG REDUCTION IN 

BOROUGH TAXES FOR COMING YEAR 



Cut to 20 Mills Seen as Result of Paring of Budget — Griswold 
Retires as President. 



All traditions in municipal fi- 
nancing were shattered Monday 
night, when Narberth borough 
council intrduced the legislation for 
a radical cut in taxes. 

The borough rate, which has 
been 24 mills for two years, will be 
cut very probably to 20 for 1928. 
The ordinance was introduced to 
call for 22 mills, with the committee 
chairmen promising to pare their 
budgets before the final passage of 
the ordinance in January. 

Last year the budget called for 
the expenditure of $87,710. The 
1928 requirements will be cut by 
more than $10,000, and it is ex- 
pected that the triennial assessment 
figures will provide additional rev- 
enue. 

Of the tentative 22 mills pro- 
vided, 13 are for general expenses, 
three and one half for streets, three 
and one half for bonds sinking 
funds and interest and two for fire 
protection. The third item cannot 
be reduced, but Council hopes to 
pare down the other requirements. 

Not only will this be the first 
time Narbertlvs taxes have gone 
down instead of up, but it will be 
one of the very few such cases in 
municipal financing. The tendency 
everywhere is to increase the rate 
constantly, or to maintain one rate 
and boost assessments to cover ris- 
ing costs. 

Two years ago Narberth, pos- 
sessed of a heavy deficit in its cur- 
rent funds, and with bond issues 
mounting, increased its rate form 
16 to 24 mills. As a result of the 
most recent of these bond issues, 
every unpaved street in the borough 
was paved during the past year. 
Every street — new and old — has 
been given surface treatment. 

During the two years that the 
heavy tax rate was in force, not a 
single protest was made to Council 
about the* levy. There were,' of 
course, private comments, but none 
reached official ears. By means of 
the high rate not only has the street 



work been carried out, but the float- 
ing debt has been practically ex- 
tinguished. 

Monday's meeting of Council 
marked the termination of the in- 
cumbency of Edward C. Griswold, 
president of the body. He will take 
orifice in January as real estate 
assessor. Edward S. Haws, Demo- 
crat will fill the vacancy in council, 
and a new president will be chosen 
at the re-organization meeting, 
January 2. 

William H. Fretz and C. W 
Bates, re-elected officials, will also 
be sworn in at that time. 

Mr. Griswold's last meeting as 
president of Council was the oc- 
casion of a small ceremony at the 
close of the meeting, just before 
adjournment was called. 

The retiring president told his 
fellow-members that he was clos- 
ing six years of service as a coun 
cilman — six entirely pleasant 
years. He spoke of the few differ- 
ences and of the hearty co-opera- 
tion. 

Mr. Griswold promised to stay 
with the board with his interest 
and support. His new position, 
he said, could be made to dovetail 
with the work of council. He in- 
timated that he would become a 
regular member of the "Council 
Auxiliary" who are faithful at- 
tendants at each meeting of the 
regular board. 

"The tax rate can be reduced 
still further/' he said, "and I will 
do all I can as assessor to mate 
that possible. This reduction can 
be accomplished without doing 
injustice to anyone. With a care- 
ful administration of borough 
finances, and equalized assess- 
ments, the tax rate should be ma- 
terially reduced." 

Robert F. Wood was the firstto 
respond to Mr; Griswold's vrrrS^ 
dictory. "It has been a very pleas- 
ant few years," he said, "and I

A brain Runn Ross is the author 
of "Five Going on Six," recently 
published by the John C. Winston 
Company of Philadelphia. It is 
illustrated by Florence Choate 
and Elizabeth Curtis, with wrap- 
per and head and tail sheets in 
color. 

Both the author and the book 
are interesting ; the former be- 
cause of his versatility and hu- 
mor ; the latter because of its pure 
charm. It is doing no injustice 
to Stevenson, Field and Milne to 
rank this book with their contri- ; 
butions to immortal children's j 



verse. 

Each verse has its own clever 
illustration, and each is different 
in subject, although a common 
theme runs through the book. 
That theme is motion. The sub- 
jects are taken from the common 
experiences of growing young- 
sters ; abstractions are carefully 
avoided ; activity and events form 
the keynote. 

It is safe to say that any normal 
child would chuckle in apprecia- 
tion at the twists given to simple 
experiences which seem impor- 
tant to a growing mind. But, in 
common with the successful 
verses of other children's writers, 
a sophisticated grown-up would 
be loath to put the book clown un- 
til he had read every page.

Lower Merion is now busy 
making slight changes in its traffic 
lights in order that its system may 
conform with the new State motor 
vehicle code which goes into ef- 
fect on the first of the } r ear. Police 
Lieutenant AI Miller is in charge 
of the work . 

The new code provides for the 
customary green light as a signal 
to go and the red as a signal to 
stop. These are now being used 
here properly and will require no 
change. 

For left turns however, the indi- 
vidual municipalities are followed 
their choice of two signals. They 
may use the amber light for left 
turns or the green or both, but 
whichever is used, there must be 
an illuminated sign underneath 
the signal telling the motorist on 
which light to make his turn so 
that there will be no confusion. 

Lower \\ erion has decided to 
use both the green and the amber 
for left turns. The amber will be 
used in the lighter traffic areas 
such as exist in Bala-Cynwyd and 
Narberth while the green will be 
used in the congested sections 
along Lancaster Pike in Ardmore 
and Bryn Mawr. On both turn 
lights, the drivers as usual will be 
required to pull to the right in 
awaiting the signal to cross. 

On everyone of the present 15 
traffic lights in the township, an 
illuminated box sign instructing 
the motorists on which color to 
turn, will be attached. These are 
now being placed and Lieutenant 
Miller hopes to have the work 
completed during the week. 

Announcement was also made 
at Ardmore police headquarters 
that a determined drive will be in- 
augurated to make drivers obserpe 
the traffic lights. Many have been 
making a practise of driving 
through the amber lights, which 
at the present time are only "cau- 
tion" lights. Thirty summonses 
have already been issued to these 
violators and the police promise 
more if the practice is continued. 
First hearings on the summonses 
already out will be before Magis- 
trate Stillwagon in the Ardmore 
police court early next week. 



HEAR REPORT ON 

HEALTH OF PUPILS 



Principal Also Tells of Modern 
Teaching Progress. 



Principal George PL Wilson 
spoke to a large and interested 
group of parents on Monday eve- 
ning at the regular meeting of 
Mothers' Council. 

He compared conditions in the 
schools at present with those at the 
time of the first surveys in 1845, 
showing how the study and under- 
standing of children "had changed 
the content and methods of teach- 
ing and the number of study hours 
required. 

The effort is made in modern 
education to keep the materials for 
school work within the interests and 
understanding of the children and 
to get rid of all material which is 
not worth while. 

The methods used are those 
which the child can learn and use 
most readily, as was illustrated by 
the new method of teaching sub- 
traction by one of the teachers. 

Mr. Wilson's talk was very inter- 
esting and helpful to parents who 
are following the daily work of 
children in school. 

The result of the recent medical 
examination was given by Miss 
Kevorkian. From the 552 children 
examined in November, it was 
found that 163 had no physical de- 
fects which were apparent. Many 
children were found with defective 
vision, bad tonsils, decayed teeth 
and about 19 per cent, were under- 
weight. 

The percentage of children hav- 
ing bad teeth was considered much 
too high, and the teachers and the 
Mothers* Council hope that all par- 
ents will co-operate in the effort to 
correct this condition.

Mounted Police Get New Steeds 

as Automobiles End Horses' Reign 



Gone is the day of horses as 
mounts for Lower Merion traffic 
cops. Announcement was made 
last week that three township 
mounts, together with their riding 
equipment, have been offered for 
sale. Sealed bids will be opened 
Wednesday night at the Town- 
ship Building by the Police and 
Fire Committees, who plan to sell 
them to the highest bidders. 

This announcement tolls the 
knell as equestrians of those offi- 
cers who have for years lent a 
picturesque touch to the main 
thoroughfares of the township. 
Fire Boy has been a member of 
the police force for seven years, 
and was companion and friend of 
Officer Kerns; Buddy, who also 
has trotted the highways for seven 
years, was the willing steed of 
Officer Wyeth, and Babe, who is 
a comparative newcomer, has 
been ridden for two years by Of- 
ficer Miller. 

Faster moving motor cars have 
superseded the equine steeds, ac- 
cording to Police Lieutenant Mul- 
lin, because nothing but motors 
can cope with motors, in modern 
suburban traffic situations. 

"While horses are almost im- 
perative in dense downtown traf- 
fic to give the officer the necessary 
conspicuous position above the 
motors," Lieutenant Mullin said, 
"the traffic along highways here 
needs a speedier means of pur 
suit than that provided by the old 
time steeds."

WRITES CHILD'S VERSE 



(UVTINTTEO FROM THE FIRST PAGE 

That quality seems to belong to all 
such writing which has lived, and has 
been attained in the present work with- 
out any taint of imitation or conscious 
appeal to older folks. 

Most of the verses are short, and 
the recountals deal with simple ex- 
periences and more complex happen- 
ings. In "Raindrops" the thought is 
expressed in but four lines: 
"You'll never guess what I just saw, 

Down by the brook, in the rain; 
The raindrops, like my rubber ball, 

Came bouncing right back again." 

"Alice in Wonderland" was written 
by a skilled searcher into the mys- 
teries of higher mathematics, Lewis 
Carroll. Ray Stannard Baker, inter- 
national political reporter, emerges as 
the ingenuous David Grayson. So the 
author of this book begins his work 
as a singer of children's verses with a 
varied background. 

Mr. Ross is a lawyer by training, 
and an expert on scientific agriculture 
and intensive gardening. His last 
book was "Big Crops from Little Gar- 
dens/' and he is the author of a long 
scries of articles for the Farm Jour- 
nal dealing with agricultural research. 
The present book has been promi 
nently displayed by Main Line and 
Philadelphia booksellers. 

The second book of local interest 
was published last month by Newman 
F. McGirr, of Ardmore. It is entitled 
"Indian Folk Songs of Pennsylvania," 
by Henry W. Shoemaker, and is 
printed in a limited edition of 300 
copies. 

Th'e author is chairman of the Peniv 
sylvania State Historical Commi: -;■ >n 
member of the State Forest Co in mis-. 
sion and member of the State Geo- 
graphic Board. He is owner of The 
Altoona Tribune. 

Mr. Shoemaker gathered the male- 
rial for this work at the State Indian 
reservation established in the north- 
west part of the State in memory of 
Ga-no-di-euh, or The Cornplanter. The 
Indians of the State, of whom but 200 
survive, arc natural-born musicians, the 
author states. 

These natives have been carefully 
trained in their native music and know 
hundreds of chants and folk songs, 
few of which have been collected. Two 
of the folk songs are translated and 
quoted in the present volume, which 
deals mostly with matters of origin. 

Of some local significance is the fact 
that one of the Indians quoted on the 
subject is on Ojibway, Chief Strong 
Wolf, who until recently was a resi- 
dent of Narberth. The difficulty of 
reducing the melody to musical nota- 
tion is brought out. 

The origin of Indian folk music is 
vividly illustrated by the longest fea- 
ture of the book — a recountal by Jesse 
Logan, an old Pennsylvania Indian, 
now dead. There the tale is told of 
a series of incidents leading up to a 
charming love story. As Jesse Logan 
and his new-found sweetheart Martha 
sit in the parlor the wolves howl 
around the door. 

"Softly and slowly I began to chant 
to Martha a new and unexpected mel- 
ody, the song of the wolves, the 'Wolf 
Chant'," says the old Indian, telling 
how one piece of native music had its 
birth. 

The book is attractively printed and 
bound, and is autographed both by the 
author and by Mr. McGirr.

Gloucester, Mass., in point of in- 
spiration for marine artists, has a 
rival in Bivalve, N. J., on the Dela- 
ware Bay. A group of 12 water- 
color paintings oi small ships 
along the New Jersey shore, on 
exhibition recently at the Acade- 
my of the Fine Arts, Philadelphia, 
has frequently been mistaken by 
visitors at the exhibition for 
scenes in Gloucester. 

Paul Gill, of Wynnewood, ac- 
counts for the resemblance of his 
paintings of sea and sky and 
groups of ships to the many simi- 
lar scenes clone at Gloucester by 
the fact that so many artists have 
"clone" Gloucester that persons 
viewing a marine conclude it must 
have been done there. 

For his part, Mr. Gill prefers to 
do his brilliant watercolor marines 
on a beach that is not frequented 
by a large number of artists and 
where the social life does not 
flourish to the point of interfer- 
ence with his work. Pie prefers the 
quiet and the untouched field of 
the New Jersey coast. 

"Some artists," he points out, 
require the fellowship of other 
artists in order to accomplish their 
■vork, but I prefer to work alone 
and to live where the social life of 
others is not likely to intrude on 
my work. 

"I find the Jersey coast equally 
rich in theme and color with that 
of Gloucester. What is more, a 
field that is so little touched as 
the ,ersey coast offers a greater 
chance for a fresh and individual 
piewpoint." 

Mr. Gill, who lives in English 



Village, an artists,' musicians' and 
writers' colony outside of Wynne- 
wood, has won several art prizes, 
among them the Philadelphia 
watercolor prize last month, for 
his group of marines ; the New 
York watercolor prize in 1926 ; the 
Baltimore watercolor prize, and 
the William T. Tuthill Award for 
"Low Tide" in 1925.

have found you a very fair and 
efficient presiding officer." 

Daniel Leitch, senior council- 
man, told his fellow members that 
his term had now reached 10 
years. "And I have found you as 
considerate and fair as any presid- 
ing officer I have had to sit 
under/' he said. 

Charles V. Noel, secretary, who 
has served 18 years in that capac- 
ity,, spoke with pleasure of Mr. 
GriswolcTs honor in being the first 
reducer of taxes. John R. Hall 
said that he had been reluctant 
to sign Mr. Griswold's petition for 
his new post, but hoped that the 
assessor task would make it pos- 
sible for the retiring president to 
continue as an active part of the 
coiukS work. 

Burgess Henry A. Frye had a 
personal reason for expressing 
gratitude to Mr. Griswold.

Tells of Three "Gems," Initiative, 
Common Good and Helpfulness at 
Luncheon. 
Rev. George Emerson Barnes, 
of Overbrook, was speaker Tues- 
day at the meeting of the Bala- 
Cynwyd-Narberth Rotary Club. 
He was on the program under di- 
rection of the Rotary Education 
Committee of the club. 

Mr. Barnes spoke of the gems 
a man should keep in his safe to 
take out at times an,d examine. 
Thus, as a painter renews his 
sense of pure color, a person may 
renew his sense of values. 

The three "gems" of which he 
spoke were Individual Initiative, 
Sense of the Common Good and 
Spirit of Helpfulness. These 
things, he said, are among Ro- 
tary's principles. 

A number of Ardmoreans were 
present as guests, including a con- 
tingent from the Merion Title and 
Trust Company. 



BIG GASOLINE TAX 

Motorists Pay Millions of Dollars 
Yearly to Various States. 

A total of $101,250,841 was col- 
lected in gasoline taxes from the 
motorists of the United States dur- 
ing the first six months of this year, 
according to figures compiled by the 
American Motorists' Association in 
•conjunction with the United States 
Bureau of Public Roads. 

This was the tax collected on 
the sale of 3,971,423,311 gallons of 
gasoline, or an average of $4.60 per 
motorist, for the six months' period 
Based on a per motorist basis, the 
figures show that each automobile 
in the country, the first six months, 
used an average of 180 gallons of 
gasoline, the average gasoline tax 
being 2.53 cents per gallon. 

Pennsylvania ranked second on 
the list of States paying the highest 
aggregate gasoline tax, the total for 
the six months' period being $6,- 
101,696 on a total of 305,084,825 
gallons of gasoline consumed. Of 
this sum collected, $4,067,794 was 
expended on State highways and 
•$ 2 >°33>$99 was expended on local 
roads. 

The leading States in the matter 
of gasoline taxes, in their order 
named, were: California, $9,035,934 
on a total of 451,796,000 gallons^of 
gasoline consumed, followed \y 
Pennsylvania, with Texas, Florida 
and Michigan in the order named, 
•each paying in excess of $5,000,000. 

The figures are cited by President 
J. Borton Weeks, of the associa- 
tion, to show the proportion of taxes 
paid by the motorists of the coun- 
try compared with the annual ex- 
penditure of $75,000,000 for Fed- 
eral aid for highways, and as an ar- 
gument for the immediate repeal of 
the 3 per cent, excise tax now col- 
lected by the Federal Government 
•on automobiles, characterized as un- 
fair," discriminatory and unneces- 
sary. Mr. Weeks points out that 
the sum collected is but for one- 
half of the year, and that to this 
sum must be added more than 
$400,000,000 in taxes paid by the 
motorist for licenses, permits, per- 
sonal property and other forms of 
property taxes.

Andrew Mawhinney, of the 
junior class, has been president of 
his class and a member of the var- 
sity soccer team, receiving his 
numerals on the Haverford team 
that met only one defeat in inter- 
collegiate competition. 

Charles R. Rudrauff, Sopho- 
more, who was a member of 
Coach Helveston's Lower Merion 
varsity two years ago, definitely 
established himself in the forward 
line of the soccer team and was 
awarded one of the 11 varsity let- 
ters. 

Captain F. Curtis Dohan, J. 
Howard Morris, Jr., David C.

Haverford claims an unofficial 
championship as a family college 
on the strength of its percentage 
of sons, and younger brothers of 
former Haverfordians in its en- 
rollment. Twenty-eight of 263 
undergraduates, one man in every 
nine, are sons of Haverfordians, 
while 33 of the 2(i:i, every eighth 
student, are kid brothers of pres- 
ent or recent graduates. The 
Haverford dad's classes repre- 
sented by the present student 
body range all the way from 1883 
to 190«, with 1895 and 1896 lead- 
ing with four sons each.

Foreign lands are represented by 
Yiu Kui Chu, of Tientsin, China, 
and M. Jean Henri Marcel Stoll, 
of Paris", French Exchange Stu- 
dent. 

Of 77 Freshmen, 40 perpared 
for Haverford at private schools, 
and 37 at public schools, although 
13 of the 37 supplemented public 
high school courses with one year 
in private school to complete their 
preparation.

Walton Speaks on Flying 

Speaking on the topic of aeronautics, 
and probably dealing in particular with 
the construction and performance of 
his own DH Moth plane, Kenneth B. 
Walton, '22, will adefress the Scien- 
tific Society at Haverford College on 
Monday night, December 19. 

The owner of the first English Moth 
biplane in the United States, Mr. Wal- 
ton, will describe his machine, showing 
how changes in design alTect the per- 
formance of planes. Not an engineer, 
he will use terms readily understood 
by the layman in dealing with the me- 
chanics of flying and describing the 
controls. 

In college Mr. Walton won his var- 
sity "H" in football and basketball and 
starred on the baseball team. He was 
a member of Founders' Club, the Cap 
and Bells Club, and Heta Rho Sigma. 
After a year at the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology he spent a short 
time in the West, afterward going to 
England in connection with the oil 
business. While abroad he became 
acquainted with Allen Cobham, since 
knighted, and took an interest in aero- 
nautics. 

Visiting the United States two years 
ago Sir Allen and Lady Cobham 
brought with them a small Moth plane, 
purchased by Mr. Walton. On its 
maiden flight from New York to 
Washington the machine, piloted by 
Sir Allen, attracted widespread inter- 
est. 

The plane was seen at Haverford on 
Sunday, May 22, when Walton, flying 
from Philadelphia on business, landed 
on the college farm. The Moth is a 
small, light biplane, having a short 
wing spread, and with the cost of ma- 
terials for its construction totalling 
abou* $700 is hailed by some authori- 
ties as the small owner-driver machine 
of the future.
